Under the heading “The Legis- 
lator’s Grab,” the ‘Calgary Albertan 
takes a well merited fling at the 
Alberta Legislature. ‘The members 
of that august body, composed in the 
main of farmers who were elected on 
a platform of administrative econ- 
omy, have decided that whatever may 
be necessary for other people, it is 
advisable for them to make sure of 
a liberal slice of the public funds 
while the getting {s good. They 
have voted themselves the comfortable 
sum of $250.00 as a slight remuner- 
ation for one week at the Capital. 
They have not been rising earlier 
than usual in the morning during this 
time nor have they been working more 
strenuously than usual. Certainly the 
debate does not show that they have 
been exerting more than the normal 
amount of grey matter during the 
time they have been there. 

The members travel on passes so 
that their travelling expenses need 
not be considered very _ seriously. 
The question naturally arises in the 
public mind as to when the majority 
of these gentlemen ever made the 
sum of $250.00 by the sweat of their 
brow in one short week before they 
went to Edmonton on this last ex- 
cursion. Presumably the members 
wanted to get something for their 
expenses in attending the caucus a 
few days ago when the legislation 
was really decided upon, but as there 
is no provision for paying out public 
funds to members attending a caucus 
only, it was necessary to have a ses- 
sion to vote themselves a holiday in- 
demnity. 

It was bad enough for the Legis- 
lature to pass even the Wheat Board 
legislation without giving the matter 
more careful analysis, but this indem- 
nity stunt was the crowning stroke 
of the whole legislative fiasco. 

As the Albertan points out, .the 
members of the Alberta Legislature 
are more numerous and better paid 
than any other Legislature in the 
Dominion. Just why the $2,000 in- 
demnity now being paid to the mem- 
bers should not be sufficient to re- 
munerate them for all the legislative 
duties of the calendar year, is more 
than most people can understand. 

The Wheat Board is a_ paying 
proposition. It has begun to pay 
already. The members of the Legis- 
lature have had the (first pull out of 
it. Surely their brother farmers 
will reap enough benefit from its fur- 
ther operations to enable them to pay 
the $15,250.00 of sessional indemnities 
for the extra session wthout feeling 
the matter in the least.

The special session of the Legis- 
lature, called to consider the supple- 
mentary legislation for the establish- 
ment of a wheat board, has been in 
progress the past week.

Hay Supply. 

The department of agriculture has 
commenced investigations respecting 
the supply of hay to be had in the 
northern district. Three men have 
been sent out and are making daily.

districts inspected. About ten days.

to withdraw all permits for cutting 
hay except for actual settlers for 
their own use, until such time as a 
thorough survey of the hay situation 
has been made by the provincial de- 
partment of agriculture.

Work is 
also. being done in: the (Cavendish 
district. Dr. Wyatt hopes to cover 
the ground as far as Medicine Hat 
this fall. T'wo parties’ are in the 
field engaged in this work under Dr. 
Wyatt. 


Grasshopper Campaign Success _ 


‘Loss of crop from grasshoppers in 
Alberta this year, throughout the in- 
fested territory will ‘be only from two 
to three per cent., and in the major- 
ity of districts the loss has been 
practically nil, according to a state- 
ment issued by H. &. Strickland, en- 
tomologist in charge of the field work 
for the Alberta Department of Agri- 
culture in the grasshopper campaign. 
The saving of crop effected by the 
campaign will be many times greater 
than the cost of the campaign. 

Mr. Strickland, however, lays great 
stress on the fact that  stubbled-in 
crops offer the greatest opportunity 
for damage from the hoppers. He 
states that the “Lesser Migratory 
Hopper” is the greatest menace, and 
this hopper lays its eggs promiscuous- 
ly over stubble land, and deserted 
farms. He recommends against plant- 
ing crops on stubble land unless the 
land has been plowed to a depth of 
seven inches. Deep fall plowing is 
particularly recommended. 

‘Mr. Strickland also points out 
that through failure to realize ‘the 
seriousness of the situation on the 
part of some, sufficient roadside grass- 
hoppers escaped to re-infest the dis- 
tricts concerned for next year. He 
therefore urged a campaign of pois- 
oning to be carried on during Aug- 
ust to destry hoppers, as they gather, 
on breeding grounds. By the end of 
August, he states, egg-laying ceases. 

Trouble is also being experienced 
through hoppers. cutting binder 
twine. Mr. Strickland recommends 
that twine should ibe soaked in a 
solution of one pound of bluestone to 
three gallons of water. The balls of 
twine can either be thoroughly dried 
out before placing on the binder, or 
can be put on soaking wet, as _ half- 
dried twine will cause trouble. A 
system of spools could be rigged up 
on the binders to carry the’ twine 
through a can of solution just before 
it reaches the knotter.

Cost of Grasshopper Campaign 


During the session of the Legis- 
lature the past week, Hon. Geo. Hoad- 
ley made the announcement that the 
grasshopper campaign, which cover- 
ed over 1500 townships in the prov- 
ince, had cost about $450,000, about 
half of which had been borne by the 
municipalities. This amount was equal, 
he said, to wheat which would be pro- 
duced from less than two townships, 
at an average yield of 15 bushels and 
a price of $1 per bushel. Thus if only 
two townships of wheat had been 
saved, the, cost of the campaign had 
been more than met. But the cam- 
paign had covered over 1500 town- 
ships and the saving would be many 
times greater than the cost. 


Rye Market 


Hon. Geo. Hoadley made the an- 
nouncement in the House that he had 
taken up with the Dominion Trade 
and Commerce Branch the matter of 
finding a market for rye which will 
be produced in Alberta this year.
